A private letter from Mr, W, S. Bowen 


of Yankton, eldest son of tho late Hiram 
Bowec, written to the Gazette upon mat. 
ters pertaining to the death of his father 
contains tho following, which will be 
read with interest by the readers ot the 
Gazette. Mr. Bowen's letter is dated at 
Yankton, April 10th, and alluding to the 
death of his father says: 


His last literary effort was tho begin- 


ning of; a letter to the Gazette, which 
hos fallen into my possession as a keep- 
sake. All he wrote of it was this: 


"Los ANGELES, Feb. 27,18SC. 


"Ihe intolerant feeling among tho

Here tho record of his thoughts ended. 


Eo laid down his pencil and ,tool; to the 
bed from whjch ho never rono—his life's 
work ended and its burdens bequeathed 
to posterity. The Gazette, through whi:h 
he labored so long, was to hayu received 
tho last efforts ot au active intellect, but 
the physical prohibition came beforo his 
feeble hon3 could trace another protest 
inbelmlTof human rights aud human 
liberty. Ho hod bepiin another nppeaj 
wh:ch would have been in consonance 
with his Ijfe's work—an appeal for an 
oppressed race, suffering under wrongs 
which tho world does not yet recognize 
Those who remember his writings in the 
early days of tho anti-slavery agitation 
Will 
understand 
tho motive which 


prompted his intended defence of tho 
Chinese of Californin.
